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"What a Member of the Irish Brigade 
9aw in Rome. 

From the Dublin Morning Xcws of Auciisi 
-2lst, we take the following extract of a let- 
ter wrilten by one of the Irish Brigade at 
Koine. His name is Richard O'Csirroll, and 
the iVrtN, inintroducin;.' the letter, says: 
-" God bless the true son, the true christian, 
and trie ferave Irishmen, whose 'lefer this 
is." Here is the extract : 

11 Now I will give yon a description of 
what I have seen since I came hero in this 
.great and immortal city. 1 saw the Pope 
the first Sunday 'I was here. He passed by 
in his carriage, with a griuul guard, all no- 
tiles, followed by Cardinals. He saw ns 
standing in the streets— there wore two along 
with me ; when we saluted hint he put out 
this hand and £c.ve us kis blessing. I have 
-seen the stairs «ur Savt««r was brought up 
by Pilate to be. shown lo the people. Von 
must go up those stairs in your knees, al 
•overy step a prayer there tre 14 steps alto- 
gether. You have a great reward for doing 
this : you cannot go up unless on yuur kviees. 
"Not ten yards from where 1 am now is the 
«pot where St. Laurence was roasted on a 
gridiron; thero is n chapel .alongside «f it, 
and a nunnery also. Yesterday a priest 
ftom the Irish College brought me i<j the fes- 
tival of St. John and St. Paul, martyr*, in 
the chapel'*f<he Passioaist* ; h e there s bo a- 
ed me the exact spat where these mar- 
tyrs suffered : it w*s beautifully covered 
with (lowers, a few «f which I .-end you : I 
took there off the spot myself ; he then 
showed rite where their bodies were incased 
in a marble box w coliiti under the altar — 
any one could see them. I have been in the 
■Colosseum, which was built before Christ ; 
it was used for putting Christians to death 
by wild beasts, under the omail Emperor 
Nero. 1 have also t-eett the chains that 
bound St. Peter when he was on this earth ; 
■they are only seen once a year by the peo- 
ple: I had the pa't lhal bound round his ieg 
around my neck, which was a great favor to 
■have, even to kiss it. I have been in St. 
J'eter's, thtl great and mighty church where 
the Pope ntuoiates. There are 4)000 col- 
umns outside it, and each column is as large 
as the ones under the Post-olfioe, Dublin. 
On Friday, the 29th of June, the Feast of 
St. Peter ami Paul, I went to the church of 
St. Peter's: tieard mass — the Pope celebrat- 
ed muss. It was one of tlie most magnifi- 
cent sights I ever beheld. 

He was surrounded by cardinals, bishops, 
priests, and guards of honor. He has one 
regiment of noble guards; these are com- 
posed of all young noblemen and princes; 
also he has a guard of the most respectable 
young men in the city, all splendidly dress- 
ed. Twenty-four of (hellish Brigade formed 
part also of his guard, — I had the honor of 
being one of the number ; after mass he gave 
us his benediction and blessing; ho then 
was carried by eight men on a raised chair, 
splendidly decorated with gold.— cardinals, 
bishops, priests, guards of honor, and wo 
had the honor of being his body guard. Ho 
is the identical picture of hi-: likeness you 
see in Sackville street: a tine old man, with 
a splendid voice,— you can hear him all over 
the chapel. 

" A few days before this I was along with 
two others, walking in one of (he cardinals' 
palaces adjoining a chapel, where wo met 
His Holiness. One of liis cardinals, who 
wan in attendance on him, introduced us to 
His tJolitlBMJ ho was delighted to son us. 
Ho cannot speak English, but wo could un- 
derstand him when ho said to us— 1 Brave 
Irelauders;' ho gave us his blessing, wo 
kneeling at the time, and gave each of us 
his ring to kiss, also his toe, and tie Iihh 
promised to give each of in a medal lo wear 
on our breasts St. Potor's Church 1 could 
riot rightly describe to you, it is BUoh a mag- 
tiifioont place; behind the ^raud altar if the 



chair St. Peter sat in— no Pope has ever sat 
in it yet; they have chairs cf their own. 
There is a statue of St. Peter in the centre 
of the chapel made of silver and other metals. 
There are altars in abundance on every side 
of you in the chapel. The whole of the out- 
side of St. Peter's Church was illuminated 
these last two nifhts with 7,000 lamps— it 
was very grand. Yesterday I was taken to 
a small chapel ; underneath it is the cell in 
which St. Peter and St. Paul were confined 
in prison; there is a small well in it also. 
This well was formed when St. Peter was in 
prison, by his casting a stick on the ground, 
when he was about baptizing one of his 
jailors; it is only open once a year ; there 
is no flow from this well, and yet, no matter 
what quantity of water you take out of it, it 
is slill the same. The water is very cold ; 
a great many visit it for the purpose of de- 
votion, and " drink the water. It is illumi- 
nated with oil lamps, and there are two 
young men stationed at this well, with silver 
cups, giving the poople drinks according as 
they come down." 

A Thrilling Wolf Story. 

The settlers of Maine found, besides its 
red-faced owners, other and abundant sour- 
ces of annoyance and danger. The majestic 
forests, which then waved where now is 
heard the hum of business, and where a 
thousand villages stand, were then the homes 
of innumerable wild and savage animals. 
Often at night was the lariner aroused out of 
sleep by a noise Without, which told that 
bruin was storming tl"- »hoop-pen or pig- 
sty, or was laying violent paws upon some 
unlucky calf— and often, on a cold winter 
evening, did they roll a large log against 
the door, and with beating hearts draw 
closer around the fire, as the dismal howl 
of the wolf echoed through tl.e woods. The 
wolf was the most leroeious, bloodthirsty, 
but cowardly ol all, rarely attacking man, 
unless driven by severe hunger, and seek- 
ing his victim with the utmost pertinacity. 
The incident her.' related occurred in the 
eaily history of Biddeforu. 

A resident at that place, Mr. H.; -, was 

one Autumn evening engaged in felling 
trees at some distance from the house. His 
little son, eight years tiki, vvas in the habit 
while bis mother was busy with household 
cares, of running out into the fields and 
woods aronnd the house, and often going 
where his father was at work. One day, 
after the frost had robbed the trees of their 
foliage, the father left his work sooner than 
usual and started homo. Just on the edge 
of the finest he saw a curious pile of leaves; 
without stopping to think what had made it, 
he cautiously removed the leave*, when, 
what was his astonishment to find his own 
darling boy lying there sound asleep. 'Twas 
but the work ot a moment to take up the 
little sleeper, put in his place a small log, 
carefully replace the leaves, and conceal 
himself' among lha bushes to watch the re- 
sult. After waiting there a short time he 
heard a vvoll s dtstani howl, quickly followed 
l,\ another, till the woods seemed alive 
with the fearful sounds. The howls came 
nearer, and ill a tew minutes a large, gaunt, 
savage lookins wolf leaped into the open- 
ing, closely followed by tiie whole |>aok. 

The leader sprang directly on the pile of 
leaves, arid in an instant scattered them in 
every direction. Soon as tie saw the de- 
ception, Ins look id' fierceness and confi- 
dence changed to thill of most abject fear. 
He shrank back, cowered to the ground, and 
passively awaited his lute ; for the rest, en- 
raged by the supposed cheat, fell upon him, 
toie him to pieces, and devoured him on the 
spot. When they finished their comrade, 
they wheeled around, plunged into the for- 
est and disappeared ; within live minutes ot 
Iheir fiist appearance not a wolf was to be 
seen. The excited father pressed the child 
to his bosom, and thanked the kind Provi- 
dence which led him there to save his dear 
boy. The boy, after playing till he was 
weary, had laid down and fallen asleep, and 
in thai situation the wolf had found Dim and 
covered him with leaves, until he could 
bring his comrades to the feast ; but himself 
had furnished the repast.— Woodwork's Cub.

Tree Shattorsd to Fragments by 
LiKhtuing. 

Editor British Colonist :— It may not 
be uninteresting to sumo of your readers, to 
behold the work of destruction by a stroke 
of lightning during our hut thnndoi storm 
unit nil.,) hardly n mile from Yictoria. 
The fragments of a venerable oak, of at least 
three feet in diameter, arc scattered over an 
area of about 200 yards diamotcr, the spot 
upon which it grew hardly discernible, mid 
the whole of the large tree such a mass of 
ruins as few ever saw. The lightning must 
have struck the tree hiiiiio twenty feet above 
the ground, tore the trunk completely from 
(he root*, and split it lengthways in four 
parts. These purls are cast in nearly the 
four directions of the com pass, though all 
are more than ten feet fr its former foot- 
hold! Knoll pieoe is also shattered to splin- 
ter*, MJV amount Of which, large us well as 
small, arc sttewn over the ground in nil di« 
Mictions. The limbs, it appears, broke only 
by the fall, and are not scattered about, as il 
t do oxploslon below hud nol time to commu- 



nicate to them. I was able to make out only 
one spot that shows the effects of heat in a 
large fragment. Near where the tree Btood 
may be found some largo holes, evidently 
marking the electric fluid's tracK. 

Admirers of the tremendous action of na- 
ture's battery, will have no difficulty in find- 
ing the spot by following the road to Todds' 
Farm, passing Surveyor Pearsc's house, and 
at Wcstwood's house follow the brush fencs 
of Pemberton's farm a short distance to the 
southeast.

Gas Company. 

Kvcrjbody wants to nee gns introduced, 
liut thero is little charcc of seeing it within 
the noxt eighteen months if wo are to de- 
pend on the projected Victoria Gas Com- 
pany. The Assembly, it appears, is not dis- 
posed to pass the bill for its incorporation, 
except a material alteration be made in the 
schumo. As the matter was originally pro- 
jected, it would have been merely foreign 
capital introduced into the country, with 
fourteen years' monopoly and not more than 
§12.50 per thousand cubic feot. This would 
havo been equivalent to absentee landlord- 
ism—the gas rents would have been n fine 
ront roll— a Little more then what would 
have been satisfactory to the country on a 
reasonable bonus for investing capital hero. 
Next came a proposition for five years' mon- 
opoly, with gas at S7.50 per thousand. But 
this even appears to bo unsatisfactory, for 
the monopoly don't meet with encourage- 
ment from tho Legislature, owing to the 
stockholders being de facto absentees. An at- 
tempt has consequently been made to get 
snares taken liru.o ....... tu. number of 

shares taken here appear, however, to be so 
small in comparison with the whole number, 
that it would not be protecting the interests 
of our citizens to incorporate the company. 
For if the majority of shares were controlled 
by two or three persons, there would be 
every opportunity for stock-jobbing. 

Thus two or three persons might actually 
control a company, when each share is a 
vote, and by that means place the majority 
of shareholders, holding a minority of shares, 
at the mercy of a minority of shareholders 
with a majority of shares. There should 
certainly bo some degree of consideration 
given to suth a state of things, 

On the other hand, if all the shares were 
owned here, and two or three persons con- 
trolled the Company, the minority of shares 
would be likely to suffer in the same man- 
ner; yet the profits of tlie concern would be 
spent in tho country, and not abroad. Keep- 
ing, then, the dividends here would be the 
only gain for granting an act of incorpora- 
tion. Had the Victoria Gas Company not 
asked an exclusive privilege, we see no 
good reason wny they should not bo incor- 
porated. If they did not serve the con- 
sumers of ga« satisfactorily, the other com- 
panies could have stepped in to regulate 
them by competition. The sound principle 
of competition and no monopoly is the very 
reverse of the schemo of the projected Gas 
Company; consequently, in grasping at 
monopoly — what never should be conce- 
ded — they were likely to get nothing. 

We certainly don't like tho idea of being 
deprived of gas light. We would, therefore, 
suggest the formotion of a gas company 
from among the consumers of gas, and such 
others as may be inclined to invest capital. 
Were such done, wo might have the town 
lighted with gas within the next six months ; 
whereas were the Victoria Gas Company in- 
corporated to-morrow, they have eighteen 
months to do it in, or forfeit their charter. 
If they forfeited their privilege wo would bo 
in the same condition as at present. 



New Polick rtF.Gur.ATio.vs.— It is pro- 
posed to make a considerable change in the 
police force afler tho 1st of next month. 
The department will consist of '_' sergeants, 
S patrolmen, 1 cook, 1 storekeeper, and 2 
jailors. They will be paid as follows: Se- 
nior Kcrgeant, XI 10s. per month ; 2d do., 
£6 10.«. ; and the balance of the forco, £4 
10*. each, per month. In case any of the 
men wish to board out of tho barracks, they 
will be allowed to draw £2 5s. (SI 1 25) per 
month, in lieu of ration* ! What munifi- 
cence ! Our government must certainly 
hare determined to kill the men by over- 
leeding. If the policeman are to faro so 
well, wo wonder what the prisoners are to 
get? We should like to have a peep at their 
bill of fare. It must bo a most sumptuous 
one, wilh air and water for the principal 
■ounes.

Trench Aid to the Pope. 

Gen. Guyon, an officer whose sympathies 
are warmly enlisted on the side of the Pope, 
left Paris, Sept. 12ih, to lake command of 
the French troops in Rome, which had been 
increased to 10,000 men. It was only very 
lately that Gen. Guyon was superseded in 
his command by Gen. De None, and it was 
understood at the time that the reason of 
Gen. Guyon's recall was that he stood com- 
mitted, by personal promises to the Pope, to 
a degree of protection which the Emperor 
was not then disposed to afford him. The 
restoration of this general to his command 
is therefore highly significant. The Pays 
says that the Emperor, under existing cir- 
cumstances, desired to give the Holy Father 
a new proof of his entire sympathy. France 
hnd undertaken to defend Rome and its 
suburbs, and the towns of Civila Vecchia 
and Viterbo. Gen. Guyon's mission was 
above all things to defend the life of the 
Sovereign Pontiff and the province called 
the Patrimony of St. Peter, which has a 
population of 472,334 inhabitants, thus di- 
vided: Rome and Comarca, 320,509 ; Civita 
Veecnia, 20,701; Viterbo, 152,354. A letter 
from Rome, however, declares that this does 
not satisfy the sacred college. It says: 

An army of 25,000 men has been assem- 
bled, ami, unlike tho King of Naples, the 
Pope will ficht before surrendering. Wo 
may therefore daily expect to be at war. 
Piedmontese camps have been formed at 
Are/./o and I.a Cattnlica, and it is in that 
quarter that fij-hting will take place. There 
are nb.ut 15,000 Papal troops at Perugia 
and Macerata. to defend Urnbria anil the 
Marches. Gen. Lamoriciere tins formed a 
third camp at Spoleto, which can tender a 
hand to such troops as may have remained 
faithful to the King of Naples.

arrested a squaw on a charge ot selling 
whisky to Indians. The squaw resides in a 
house on Government street, across tho ra- 
vine, and is kept by a man named Alfred 
Navarre. After arresting the squaw, the 
officers watched until the man came home, 
and took him to prison also. They were ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of £10 : and yes- 
terday morning the Police Magistrate con- 
victed the woman and ordered her to pay a 
line of $100. The man, who had been ar- 
rested on a charge of allowing the spirits to 
be sold on the premises, was discharged— the 
evidence not being considered strong enough 
to convict him. 

Pr.i7(i-Mu«8 — A Chimsean anda Songish 
indulged in a fisticuff, on Johnson street the 
other day. They punched each others in a 
highly edifying stylo. A great crowd col- 
lected, and bets weie freely made. The 
fun was progressing finely, when otlicer 
Triiran appeared and put an end to it by 
marching the belligerents off to prison- 
much to the chagrin and disappointment of 
the bystanders. Their swollen heads loomed 
up in the prisoner's dock yesterday morning, 
and they were each ordered to contribute 
five shillings towards the colonial treasury 

Colonel Rudi.f.h.— Very little seems to 
be known about Col. Rudler, who was sec 
ond in command to Walker during his late 
raid in Honduras. Tho San Francisce 
Bulletin says he was a native of Alabame, 
and served with credit in the Mexican war 
as an officer of the Louisiana Regiment. In 
184'J he went to California, and was at one 
lime Deputy Marshal of the city of Stock- 
ton. He was an active Whig during the 
Presidential canvass of 1 852, and was nomi- 
nated by lliat party for the office of Sheiifl 
of San Joaquin county in 1851, but was de- 
feated. In 1850 ho disposed of his property 
there, ami joined Walker in Nicaragua. He 
had a profound regard and esteem for 
Walker, and has shared in all his expedi- 
tions. He will have ample opportunity for 
the next four years to repent of his wrong- 
doing in Central America.

When your correspondent pays the taxes 

which the House voted so readily, without 
even waiting to obtain the usual equivalents 
of self-government and fair representation, 
he will find that, on that score at least, the 
House has been less lazy than he thought. 
Indeed, with respect to the Street tax, it is 
very questionable whether the House had a 
right— certainlj it was not just— to impose a 
lax upon a particular locality, without its 
consent or conferring corresponding privi- 
leges/and much less a tax which was already- 
provided for by the liquor licenses. Hut 
auoh are the consequences of non-represen- 
tation If the town had been properly incor- 
porated, with ti bill of a liberal charter, would 
we have allowed the causeway on Govern- 
ment street to be graded and macadamized 
as it if, with a hollow fully foui feet below 
the level of the street, thus spoil. ng the 
finest thoroughfare in the city i Or would 
the property-holders on Yates I street have 
looked on so quietly, while their lots were 
b«ing undermined, it they had had a right 
to say a word on the matter?
